— District 
Judge Clark Mullican, at Lubbock, 
recently sustained the validity of 
the truck regulatory law, dissolving 
the restraining order and refusing 
an injunction in the case of Jeffreys 
vs. Hardy, sheriff, in which an at- 
tack was made on the validity of 
the act.

November, 1930, a total of 5,407 cars 
were produced, 

Customs’ records for the month 
under review showed that 84 cars 
were imported into Canada and that 
480 cars were exported during the 
period. Figures for the first eleven 
months of this year showed total 
imports at 8,688 cars and exports 
at 14,236 cars as compared with 
imports of 22,355 cars and exports 
of 41,653 cars during the corres- 
ponding period of last year. 

Of the total output during No- 
vember, 886 cars were made for sale 
in Canada and the balance of 361 
were intended for export. The ap- 
parent consumption of automobiles 
during the month as determined 
by adding the 886 cars made for 
Sale in Canada to the 84 cars im- 
ported, amounted to 970 cars. The 
number of new cars made available 
for use in this country during the 
eleven months ending November 
30, 1931, totaled 76,652 cars as com- 
pared with 130,382 cars in the first 
eleven months of 1930.

Intelligently Applied It Is 
Easiest Method of Estab- 


lishing New Contacts 
And Cultivate Future 
Customers 


One of the foundation stones in 
the automotive electricil service 
busines sis customer contact, ac- 
cording to C. A. Stone, president of 
Beard & Stone, who says: “You may 
employ the highest type of service 
salesmen and service mechanics; 
equip your service department with 
the very highest type of testing 
equipment available, ye: this is a 
useless display without customer 
contact of sufficient quantity to 
justify this extensive outlay.” Con- 


tinuing, he says: 

“Many and varied must be the 
means employed to reach the public 
eye and ear to bring customers into 
your place of business, the success 
of which is governed by local con- 
ditions and the endurance of the 
method used. Some employ the 
direct mail campaign, some radio, 
some the movies, others the news- 
papers, while some try all of the 
above at regular intervals. Each 
have their merits. It is funda- 
mental that any progressive pro- 
prietor should keep his firm name 
and all that it stands for constantly 
before the public. 

“For some years past many 
methods of reaching the new car 
purchaser have been tried. Possibly 
your first thought would be, ‘Why 
worry about getting in contact with 
the mew car purchaser?’ Let us 
analyze this thought for a moment 
by analogy. When do we train a 
child? As he grows from babyhood 
to manhood, of course; not after he 
is old. Isn’t it therefore logical to 
make contact with the new car 
owner immediately after he has 
made his purchase and start to 
educate him as to where he can 
obtain efficient service in the up- 
Keep of his new automobile? 

“Many service stations are reluc- 
tant to invest time and money in 
new car owner contact, but wait in- 
stead until the car begins to dete- 
Tiorate and give trouble. As a re- 
sult, the service station owner finds 
he has plenty of competition from 
more progressive stations, who, to 
use a popular phrase, ‘beat him to 
it,’ by means of some such system as 
will later be described. Cultivate 
your customer at the. time of pur-} 
chase, and, if properly approached 
and serviced, he will remain your 
customer. 

“You have established a business 
for a definite purpose, and, if scund- 
ly built, it is an establishment de- 
signed t> render a service and to be 
a place in which the public has im- 
plicit confidence.

“The other half of this registra- 
tion card is known as the office 
record, and carries the same num- 
ber as the customer’s registration 
card for identification. On one side 
is a record of the car owner’s ad- 
dress, make of car, model, motor 
serial number, generator type and 
number, starter type and number, 
ignition type and number, speedom- 
eter type, make of battery, car pur- 
chase date, warranty expiration 
date, expiration of warranty mile- 
age, state license number and the 
customer’s telephone number if it 
can be obtained.

Car Dealer Service Stations 
To Share in N. J. Inspection 


Trenton, N. J., Dec. 25.—Commis- 
sioner of Motor Vehicles Harold G. 
Hoffman today outlined the method 
under which it is proposed to con- 
duct next spring the compulsory in- 
spection of automobiles, when the 
incoming governor, A. Harry Moore, 
issues a proclamation as authorized 
by Chapter 127 of the laws of 1931, 
designating the time for such a 
campaign. Service stations of au- 
thorized car dealers will have an 
active part in the campaign. 

“Hundreds of garage and service 
Station owners have already filed 
application for designation as offi- 
cial inspection stations,” said Com- 
missioner Hoffmann, even though no 
time has yet been set for holding 
the annual inspection. There have 
been such misrepresentations made, 
and such a general misunderstand- 
ing of the plan, that I consider it 
necessary to set out the details, and 
to caution them, in view of the re- 
pated public announcements that 
have been made, that no sympathy 
will be wasted upon those who allow 
themselves to be imposed upon by 
persons representing themselves as 
having been designated with au- 
thority to secure for them the cov- 
eted inspection. 

“There will be absolutely no fa- 
voritism, political or otherwise, 
shown in the designation of the of- 
ficial inspection stations. All gar- 
ages and service stations having 
proper brake testing and light test- 
ing equipment, etc., will be designat- 
ed as official stations. It is our 
plan to cause an inspection to be 
made of each establishment for 
which an application is filed. 

“Following out a plan suggested 
in a conference with John J. Hall of 
the National Bureau of Casualty and 


Surety Underwriters, and others in- 
terested in this work, we propose 
to issue to service station owners 
serially numbered books, each page 
of which will contain, bearing the 
Same number, a stub to be returned 
to our department by the official 
inspector, showing the condition of 
the car and the adjustments neces- 
Sary; the second section will be a 
certificate, the size of the present 
registration cards, to me carried with 
the registration, and to be shown as 
a prerequisite for the future regis- 
tration of the vehicle. The third 
section wil be the last, to be pasted 
upon the windshield to show law 
enforcement officials that the in- 
spection has been made. 


“There will be no more per- 
functory ‘pasting of labels’ upon the 
windshield in lieu of an actual ex- 
amination of the car. This practice, 
unfortunately, was followed exten- 
Sively in the co-called ‘Save-a-Life 
Campaigns’ previously held, and de- 
stroyed the effectiveness of these 
orders. 

“The law now provides that there 
shall be a fine of $50, and in de- 
fault thereof imprisonment in the 
cuunty jail for not more than ten 
days, placed upon the owner of any 
official inspection station permitting 
such fraud. 

“I wish to emphatically state that 
there is not a single garage owner 
in the state of New Jersey who 
has been guaranteed such an ap- 
pointment, and that no person or 
persons have been designated the 
authority to name the official 
| Stations.” 
| Commissioner Hoffman said that 
he would favor the compulsory ine 
spection being conducted in April 
or May, as a “spring housecleaning” 
of vehicles prior to the heavy motor- 
| Ing season.

URING the past two years, publicists of many types 
have taken occasion to ask the question: “What has 
become of our old-fashioned American courage?” In good 
truth, we have not displayed any great heroism in meeting 
the financial crisis that has stretched over such a long period 
of time. We have shown endurance, perhaps, but of the 
daring and active courage that once was supposed to be an 
American characteristic there has been no trace. Not a real 
leader has come up to call us forward into actual combat 

against depression. 

It is rather the fashion, these days, to sneer at Russia 
and minimize the chances of success of the famous five-year 
plan. We are very well content to sit back and say: “Bah, 
what earthly chance have those fellows of putting across any 
such dream?” 

But consider for a moment the task to which Stalin and 
his co-workers set themselves. They found themselves with 
a nation practically the same size as our own, but scattered 
over a far wider area, with means of transportation frag- 
mentary. The worst railroad in the United States is better 
than Russia’s best as to equipment and efficiency. Of roads, 
Russia has almost none, in the sense in which we use the 
term. Communication throughout that vast country is below 
the standard in our most backward territory. 

The Russians have been, since the dawn of their history, 
an agricultural people. Nine-tenths of the activity through- 
out Russia proper and Siberia was devoted to the growing of 
crops, the raising of stock. Whatever industrial life there 
was in Russia was of the village or home type. There were 
few factories, and those were generally neither well equipped 
nor efficiently run. 

Stalin and his associates took over this mixed agricul- 
tural population and evolved a plan under which these farm- 
ers and stock raisers would become a great industrial nation. 
The heads of the Soviet government took as their model the 
United States. They desired to build a nation in Russia, 
industrial, in the same sense that our own is. 

Probably no set of men in history ever undertook a more 
difficult or a more far-reaching task. It was the rapid con- 
version of the entire life of a great nation, a swing from 
agricultural activity to industrial life that they made up 
their minds to accomplish. 

We do not know whether they are accomplishing the task 
they set themselves. So many and such varied reports come 


out of the land of the Soviets that actual conditions are diffi- 
cult to arrive at with any accuracy. Perhaps Stalin’s five- 
year plan is doomed to failure, or possibly it will go through 
to a glorious success, but, whatever happens, there can be 
no questioning the courage of the men who undertook to 
make over a whole nation. Furthermore, all these men must 
know that failure would probably be paid for with their lives. 

If Stalin had in Russia exactly the situation that we have 
in this country he would probably heave a sigh of relief and 
begin calling on the world to see the boom that industrial 
Russia had acquired. 

At any rate, right or wrong, builder or destroyer, it is 
a pleasure to see a man who has the courage to face a difficult 
situation and try to master it instead of sitting around wait- 
ing for the march of events to bring improvement.

Present-Day Service Station 
Possibilities Are Discussed 


Possibilities of the present-day 
service station are discussed by C. F 
Conn of Trico Products. He says: 

“This subject ts so broad in scope 
that I feel we should break it down 
so we can put our fingers, so to 
speak, on the factors that are most 
essential for this discussion. 

“What do we really mean when 
we talk about specialists or special- 
ize? service? We believe a specialist 
is 4 man in any profession or walk 
of life who has concentrated and 
given his time and thought to com- 
paratively few things so as to be- 
come expert in that field. A special- 
ist is, in short, a man who does the 
work assigned to him better than 
the other fellow.

the taxpayers thereof. 

“Under the plan or device adopted 
by the defendants herein it was in- 
tended to exclude the plaintiff cor-

It is the hope of the committee 
that some really tangible tariff 
policies can be arrived at which will 
ke a basis for a revision of schedules 
resulting in a better understanding 
throughout the world. 

President Alcala Zamora of Spain 
yesterday signed 2 bill increasing 
the tariff in that country to insure 
mountable heights, particularly as 
they affect automobile imports. 

There was no equivocation about 
the motive actuating Spain. Up to 
the time she took reprisals against 
the Hawley-Smoct tariffs of the 
United States she has been perenni- 
ally unable to balance her imports 
and exports. She is now, for the 
present at least, in the exceptional 
position of a sejf-sufficient country. 

Today’s presidential decree stated 
that the new tariff meaure was tem- 
porary and would be dissolved “when 
world commerce returns to normal.” 
Fourteen classes of iniports are af- 
fected, including automobiles and 
telephone equipment, in which the 
United States is primarily interested. 
More items may be added at the dis- 
cretion of the minister of commerce.

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Retail Sales of 


Nine Makes 


In November Top Last Year 


New York, Dec. 25.—Retail sales 
of nine makes of passenger cars in 
November of this year in the do- 
mestic market exceeded those of the 
corresponding month of last year, 
it is indicated by registration re- 
turns from thirty-one states and 
the District of Columbia. 

Auburn continued to show a large 
increase over a year ago, but the 
outstanding gain in November was 
that made by the Chrysler-built 
Plymouth car. Plymouth registra- 
tions in the reporting states last | 
month totaled 4,211, as against 1,606 


in the same states in November, 
1930, a gain of 163 per cent. Au- 
burn’s registrations were 419, as 
against 190 a year ago, a gain of 
120 per cent. Plymouth ranked third 
among all cars in point of sales as 
a result of its large gain. 

An important gain over last year 
was that of Chevrolet, the registra- 
tions of which in the reporting 
states were 12,153, as compared 
with 11,305 in the same states a 
year ago, an increase of 7 per cent. 

A large gain was made by the 
Willys-Whippet combination of the 


Willys-Overland Company. Sales of 
these two cars this year were 1,841 
in the reporting states, as against 
988 in November, 1930, an increase 
of 86 per cent. 

Other cars making sales gains 
were Cord, De Soto, Hupmobile, 
Pontiac and Studebaker. 

Cord registrations in the thirty- 
one states and the District of Co- 
lumbia last month totaled 42, as 
against 34 a year ago. De Soto 
registrations were 820, as compared 
with 663 in the same states in No- 
vember, 1930, a gain of 23 per cent., 
while Hupmobile sales, as reflected 
by the registrations, were 503, as 
compared with 416 a year ago, up 
21 per cent. 

Pontiac’s registrations in the re- 
porting states were 1,588, as com- 
pared with 1,210 a year ago, up 31 


per cent. Studebaker’s gain was 
slight, the sales of 1,302 comparing 
with 1,293 in November of last year. 

The excellent showing by the fore- 
going cars had much to do with 
holding November new car sales in 
the reporting states much closer to 
the comparative 1930 period than 
earlier in the year. These states 
reported a total of 43,727 for No- 
vember, as against 51,123 in the 
same states a year ago, a decline off” 
only 14.5 per cent 

This falling off trom 1930 of 14.5 
per cent. compares with a decline 
in October of around 30 per cent. 
and a drop of more than 25 per cent. 
in October. The decline for all 
states in the first ten months of 
this year was 28 per cent. The No- 
vember decline, on the basis of the 
registration figures at hand, was 


the smallest of any month thus far 
in 1931,
